SENT MCDOWELL 20 JANUARY), B) WORKING PAPER FOR 
MEETING, AND C) DRAFT DESIGN INFORMATION QUESTIONNAIRE 
FOR SUCH PLANTS. 
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3. AGENCY'S IMMEDIATE OBJECTIVES FOR MEETING ARE TO 
GET GUIDANCE ON HOW TO EFFECTIVELY SAFEGUARD 
ALMELO PLANT. RESULTS WILL INITIALLY BE USED BY AGENCY IN
